“Canada first” tariff. The tax on each car-owner is esti- 
mated at $12 a year. Albertans pay $1,200,000 a year of 
the $25,000,000. Every time a motorist drives up to a fill- 
ing station and orders ten gallons put in the tank he pays 
at least 25 cents more for it because of the tariff—and that 
happens pretty often in the course of a year. 


This $25,000,000 does not go into the coffers of the 
And it does not go to protect Canadian 
wages and wage-earners.

Prime Minister Complains 
of Personal Attacks 
Upon Him 


CHARLOTTETOWN, Oct. 7—Ap- 
proval or condemnation of the Im- 
perial Conference trade agreements 
were the two courses open to the 
people of Canada on Oct. 14, Prime 
Minister Bennett declared here Sat- 
urday night. Defeat of the Conserv- 
ative government would be to serve 
notice to the people of the United 
Kingdom that Canada did not want 
the Empire trade agreements, he 
declared. 

Mr. Bennett reiterated his declar- 
ation that he would never repeal 
Section 98 of the Criminal Code. “I 
am not an alarmist,” he said, “I am 
a defender of this Christian civiliza- 
tion.” 

Many Liberals had told him in 
the past five years that they were 
glad he had been at the head of af- 
fairs. 

“Now some of them are out help- 
ing Mr. King defeat me, but not all 
of them,” he added. 

Liberal opposition in the house 
had set out to “break me, to attack 
me personally,” Mr. Bennett declar- 
ed. “They were not content with 
withholding everything in the way 
of assistance or co-operation in 
these troublesome times.”

The 
field of taxation would have to 
be reviewed as between the 
provinces and the dominion. 


LECTURE-PARLEYS 

When Prime Minister Bennett 
came into office he had a good 
chance to deal with the provinces 
and to enlist their co-operation, A 
large number of the provinces were 
then under Conservative govern- 
ments. Now that was changed and 
all provinces but one had Liberal 
governments. 

Mr. Bennett had called a few | 
conferences, said Mr. King, but they 


| had lasted only a few days and the 


proceedings consisted only in a lec- 
ture from Mr. Bennett. The con- 
ference he proposed would not be 
dissolved in a day or two. It would 
remain at work until an agreement 
was reached on every problem in 
which both provinces and dominion 
had any common interest. 


MUTUAL CONFIDENCE 


The Liberal provincial premiers 
were all his personal friends. They 
all had confidence in him and he 
in them. If Mr. Bennett were re- 
turned to office, on the contrary, 
he would find it even more diffi- 
cult to deal with the provinces 
than he had in the past. Conse- 
quently the Liberal party was the 
only party which offered the} 
slightest hope of that measure of 
dominion - provinéial co-operation 
which alone could put Canada on 
the right path.

“We have higher tariffs today |

“I believe our 
tariffs are higher than any other 
country in the world, considering 
them on the whole, Yet we have | 
never had so many men out of 
work.” 

By securing the adoption of the 
empire trade agreements Mr. Ben- 
nett had set every country in the 
world at enmity not only against 
Canada but against the whole | 
British Empire. A Liberal gov- 
ernment would at once tackle the | 
problem of external trade from 
the point of view of goodwill in- | 
stead of after the blasting fashion.

THE ELECTORAL MELEE 

The count shows there will be about 900 can- 
didates for the 245 seats in the House of Com- 
mons. We are to have a political melee, with 
four candidates to a constituency, each fight- 
ing to defeat the other three. 

From such a condition of confusion any- 
thing may emerge. On paper the chanees are 
that there may result a grouped parliament, 
with no party strong enough to carry on. That 
situation would exactly suit the gentlemen in 
Montreal and Toronto who are conspiring to set 
up a “national” Government when the elec- 
tions are over and the voters can't help them- 
selves for another five veers. 

If the people of Canada want some more of 
what they have had, the lines have been laid 
to give them another five-year helping. Should

Time was, when we able-bodied chaps found 
our pleasure in helping out the old people. 
Checking up my non-personal expenditures 
over the past five years I find that they all have 
gone to helping out young people. 

I find among them bills for three accouche- 
ments, for none of which I had any responsibil- 
ity, legal, moral or biological. There are two 
sets of cheques, one for discharging a sheriff- 
in-possession and another three for saving 
young people’s furnfture from seizure under 
sales liens. Two cheques are for saving the 
homes. of young people from being sold for 
taxes. 


None of these beneficiaries are dead-beats 
or idlers. They are all willing and deserving 
young folk. The only regrets are over payments 
for lodging and clothing a chap who rewarded 
me by making off with a typewriter, a compass, 
a microscope. some mining books, and $100 be- 
longing to me. But there were extenuating cir- 
cumstances. He fell ill while I was away and 
a doctor, well-meaning but unknowing, gave 
him a shot of morphine with lamentable conse- 
quences. It awakened a sleeping appetite that 
had its origin in honorable war wounds. 

Then there’s the cheaue for $89.90 for the 
tombstone which figured in the column a few 
months ago. It’s the only one that came back 
uncashed. The widow—whose name I can't 
recall—endorsed it and had the cheque returned 
to me. 

I imagine that thousands of men could tell 
Similar tales if they were as free to divulge 
things as Iam. These are all disbursements that 
do not figure on the relief rolls, or in taxation 
schedules. Many of them in fact, are given to 
keep folk from having to apply for relief. 

Bill and Jean who look after the cottage for 
me in return for taxes, light and water, have 
been on relief since before I knew them, but 
the young couple at the island would scorn the 
Suggestion. They are working with a zest, giv- 
ing more than they get, and by next year should 
be entirely self-supporting and established in u 
congenial, care-free life

Valvular Leakage 
Of The Heart 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

A subject which I find of interest to many 
people is the subject of valvular leakage of the 
heart. At one time, the patient with a leaking 
heart valve was not given a hopeful prognosis, 
but today we know that with the use of a sensi- 
ble treatment, the patient with valvular heart 
trouble will probably be able 
to carry on many of his or- 
dinary activities. Frequently 
when only a moderate amount 
of damage has been done, the 
patient finds it possible to 
improve so that he will be 
able to do anything that he 
likes and the prognosis in 
such cases is quite favorable. 

The purpose of the heart 
valves is to keep th- blood 
from flowing backward. When 
the valves are damaged, they allow a portion of 
the blood to seep backward and this is what is 
meant by the term, “leaky valve.” 

The valves of the heart may be harmed by 
an inflammation of the endocardium which is 
the membrane which lines the heart. Probably 
the greatest common cause of this kind of in- 
flammation is rheumatism, and that form of 
rheumatism occurring chiefly during childhood, 
is notorious because of the damage it may do to 
the heart valves, However, valvular leakage 
may be due to other causes, such as: Overeating, 
wrong food combinations, which produce irritat- 
ing amounts of gas in the top of the stomach 
which in turn induce pressure against the heart, 
and a toxic condition of the blood stream which 
causes continual irritation of the valvular 
structures, and which at the same time often 
leads to the formation of focal infection occur- 
ring at the roots of the teeth, in the tonsils, or 
in the sinus cavities. : 

Another contributing cause is weakness of 
the heart muscle, which so often is found with 
the general weakness of low blood pressure. 

As a result of the above causes, the valves 
become inflamed, and in healing, scar tissue 
may form. Such scar tissue deforms the deli- 
cate valve, causing roughening, thickening or 
shrinking. The heart will try to compensate for 
the damaged valve and certain changes will 
occur in other parts of the heart structure. This 
process of compensation means that another 
part increases in power to make up for the in- 
efficiency of the injured valve. There are, un- 
doubtedly, many thousands of people with val- 
vular leakage of the heart who are unaware of 
the fact, because the heart makes up so per- 
fectly for the defective valve. 

Some of the possible symptoms of valvular 
leakage are: shortness of breath, particularly 
following little exertion; a tendency to tire 
easily; a slight bluish tint of the lips or finger- 
nails; heart murmurs, which are blowing sounds 
heard by the examining doctor when he listens 
to the heart action; numbness of the hands and 
feet; and perhaps a cough or feeling of suffoca- 
tion in the chest. 

When the patient has developed this trouble, 
I strongly advise that a careful diet be used and 
it is important that he avoid those foods which 
tend to produce flatulence. The general dietetic 
regimen I have found to be the best includes the 
us of one-fourth of a pound of lean meat daily, 
the use of three or four slices of Melba toast, 
stewed fruit and one or two eggs daily, the re- 
mainder of the diet should consist of salads and 
cooked non-starchy vegetables. In mild cases, 
exercise is benéficial, however, any exercising 
regimen should be started slowly to avoid over- 
fatigue. 

For those interested in the subject of Valvu- 
lar Leakage, I have prepared an article along 
this line and I suggest that you send for it if you 
have been told that one of the heart valves is 
defective.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1865, 70 years 
ago, a wedding took place in the 
little wooden cathedral on the 
hillside of New Westminster, 
B.C, It was that of Mary Jane 
Wright end Lieutenant Spencer 
Palmer, of the Royal Engineers, 
then stationed at Sapperton. The 
ceremony was performed by Rt. 


Rev. George Hills, the first 
Bishop of Columbia. After the 
had been signed, the 


new Mrs. Palmer, offered her the 
choice of two gifts. One was an 
oil painting, the other was a tract 
of land on Burrard Inlet, then a 
dense forest with a few Indian 
shacks on its shore.

Twenty years passed, the Cana- 
dian Pacific was built across

Dishwater 
Cause Of 
_ Many Deaths

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 7.—Put a 
little chlorine in the dishwater 
to cut down the respiratory dis- 
eases which cause 30 to 45 per 
cent of North American deaths. 

A new government experi- 
ment showing this was reported 
to the American Public Health 
Association here today by 
James G. Cumming, M.D., chief 
of the bureau of preventable 
diseases, department of health, 
Washington. 

The diseases, spread by 
knives, forks, spoons and plates, 
include pneumonia, tubercul- 
osis, influenza, scarlet fever, 
measles and the respiratory 
troubles the public thinks of as 
traveling mostly through the 
air.

Roosevelt Warns Ameri- 
cans They Travel at Own 


Risk on Italian Ships 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt issued a proclam- 
ation Sunday warning citizens of 
the United States that they travel 
on vessels of warring Italy and 
Ethiopia at their own risk. 

This step, designed to guarantee 
United States neutrality, was au- 


thorized by the neutrality law. It 
reinforced Mr. Roosevelt's proclama- 
tion Saturday night clamping an 
embargo on munitions shipments to 
Italy and Ethiopia and warning 
Americans that they engaged in 
“any” transactions with those na- 
tions at their “own risk.” 

Since Ethiopia has no merchant 
marine, the proclamation for prac- 
tica) purposes applies only to Italy. 

His proclamation warning citizens 
of the country to abstain from trav- 
elling on the ships of the two coun- 
tries marked an unprecedented de- 
parture from the government's pol- 
icies of Great War days when it in- 
sisted upon the right of a neutral's 
citizens and commerce to freedom
